The last full year. of schooling | 
for Florida veterans taking educa- 
tion or training courses under the 
Korean GI bill begins this Sep- 
tember, the Veterans Administra- 
tion said today. 

When this school year ends, only 
a half year of schooling will stil! 
be obtainable under the program. 
Courses . starting in September, 
1964, must comé to a close on 
January 31; 1965. 

Congress hasset ihis. cuoi, 
date for the Korean readjustment 
program of educàtion and training 
for veterans without service-con- 
nected disabilities. The law gives 
no authority to the VA to extend 
these benefits. beyond these dates, 
L. V. McClelland Glades. Veterans 
Service Officer explained. 

Originally, Korean Conflict vet- 
erans were éligible for 36. months 
of readjustment. courses but now 
only 17 months will remain before 
the final deadline when school 
classes resume this September. 

To be eligible for such readjust- 
ment education or -training vet- 
erans must have had active service 
at any time between June 27, 1950. 
and January 31, 1955. They also. 
must have served at least 90 days 
and entered. training within three 
years from their first discharge 
from that service. 

Those veterans who , were on 
active duty January 31, 1955, must 
enter training within 3 years from 
the date of their first uncondition- 
al. discharge after -January~ 31, 
1955. 

Eligible veterans may choose 
their own type of training in any 
school or establishment approved 
by an appropriate ‘state agency, 
McClelland said. 

They may enroll in schools..or 
colleges; take on-the-job training? 
enroll, in. institutional on-the-farm 
training or other courses including 
fliglit, training cooperative or cor- 
respondence school courses. 

Veterans will, receive an allow~ 
ance each month to meet part of 
their training and living. expenses. 

First step is to obtain the neces- 
sary application forms at the 
Glades Veterans Service Office.

Budg- 
et Director Harry Smith reported 
to the cabinet recently the state's 
financial footing will be on solia 
ground for the next two years if 
the university expansion bond is- 
sue is approved. 

Smith explained’ the state's in- 
come as now estimated would 
leave $13.2 million of the, $79.2 
million construction unfinanced. If 
the voters approve the issuance of 
bonds. to finance university and 
fumior-college — construction, the 
balance will be taken care of. 

He reported the state’s net 
revenue until June 30, 1965 will 
total $960.3 ‘million. The cost of 
operating the state government 
will come to $904.3 million, he said.

Now Than We Did 
During Depression 


Total food consumption per per- 


son in the United States is less |. 


now than in the 1930's or even in 
the war years of the 1940's, ac- 
cording to Dr. H C. Giles, live- 
stock marketing specialist with 


the Florida Agricultural. Exten- 
sion Service. 
During the 30's, the average 


American put away 1,518 pounds 
of food each year, a figure which 
rose to 1,587 pounds during: the 
1940's. However, this peak figures 
of the war years declined by 100 
pounds in the’ 1950's. Today the 
average American eats only 1,461 
pounds of food each year, 57 
pounds less than during the de- 
pression. z £ 

The Ameriçan’s rising standard 
of living has stimulated increased 
use of red meat in the modern diet. 
Since meat is a rich- source of 
protein, fat, and calories, the 
greater consumption of meat has 
reduced the need for such carbo- 
hydrate foods as cereal grains and 


‘| potatoes. Thus the rise in meat 


consumption has stimulated a drop 
in the use of certain other foods, 
with the overall result that total 
intake has declined. 

Per capita consumption of red 
meat in the United States has in- 
creased from 134 pounds ‘in 1930, 
to 162 pounds per person last year. 
The most striking increase occur- 
ed in beef consumption, which 
climbed from about 52 pounds per 
person in the early thirties to 87 
pounds in 1962. 


Must Pay Income 
Tax On Interest 
On Your Savings 


Federal law requires all tax 
payers to include on their Federal 
Income tax. returns as income all 
interest and dividends received -or 
Credited to their accounts and pay 
any tax that may, be due. This is 
not a new tax. 

Tully Dunlap, President, Florida 
Bankers Associaton, states that 
now regulations also require all 
banks and all other payers of in- 
terest or dividends of $10 or more 
to any one account during each 
calendar year to report these pay- 
ments to the Internal ` Revenue 
Service. 


Internal Revenue regulations re- 
quire the payer—whether a bank 
or any other payer—to furnish the 
recipient’s Social Security num- 
ber or other identifying number to 
Internal Revenue with each re- 
portéd payment. 

The regulations provide a pen- 
alty of $5 which may be imposed 
upon any taxpayer who fails to 
supply „his identifying number to 
the payer of interest or dividends. 
This penalty for each failure will 
be collected in the same.way as 
the Federal income tax. 

Savings depositors or bank 
stockholders -who have not report- 
ed their Socal Security numbers 
to their bank, should now complete 
‘Part 1 of Form 3435, available 
from banks on request, and return 
the form to their bank.’ Those 
without a Social Security number 
should ask for an-application form 
for an identifying number. 

During. the last twenty’ years, 
there has been a phenomenal grow- 
th in the number of tax returns 
filed with the Internal Revenue 
Service. In 1940 there were 19 
million tax returns filed; today the 
volume has increased to over 94 
million returns, representing rev- 
enué collections of almost $95_bil- 
lion. The methods of-the 1940's 
are clearly inadequate to handle 
today’s huge volume.

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The other day I was reviewing 
the notes I made during my recent 
people-to-people tour of several 
European countries on both sides 
of the Iron Curtain. Our party in- 
cluded nearly 50 Florida agricul- 
tural and business leaders. 

Three things stand out promin- 
ently in my impressions during, 
our 1,500-mile tour in Soviet Rus- 
sia: 

(1) The housing situation; (2) 
health protection; (3) education. 

It is true that, measured by 
American standards, housing : in 
Moscow and ‘probably in, most of 
the large cities, is woefully inade- 
quate. But I think itis a mistake 
to use» our unusually high stand- 
ards of living in the United States 
asa yardstick for comparisons in 
the Soviet countries. 

To. measure progress in the 
USSR since the revolution one 
should be familiar with conditions

American visitors,. however, 
group found it difficult 
comparing what we saw 
conditions prévailing in the 
today.
